At the sa m e lime the Council, re­ 
luctant to proceed too fast, decided to 
keep th e five-power committee, whose 
plan was rejected by Italy, in existence 
and genera lly to d ra w out m a tte r s to 
give Pre m ie r Mussolini every chance 
to ch ange his mind and bend to the 
con ti nuin g efforts of direct diplomacy 
iii Rome.
